Jones). — The I'nivcrsity of Toronto 
were crowned 192(; intercollegiate rug- 
by champions hero today when they 
hlle-washed tlie Queen's team S to 0. 
Nearly 20,000 people saw the blue and 
white capture their first title since 
1921. It wna a brilliant and well de- 
served victory and It was one which 
naturally plca.sed .1 Toronto crowd who 
had boon waiting over f(/ur years for 
this very moment. 

It proved to be a'co.stly won for Var- 
sity for no less than three of their re- 
gulars were forced out of the play at 
v.arlou8 times durlnu the game through 
rather serious Injuries. Hutchison 
who Kl.-irt'^d at .-;nap was carried off 
the field early in the fli-.st quarter with 
a broken shoulder bone. Gales who 
began despite an Injured ankle was 
also knocked out before the Initial 
period had really fe'ol underway ami he 
retired with a broken .inkle I' w.s a 
tackle by Monahati lh;it .spelt ilinastor 
for the plucky Toronto middle anil in- 
cidentally the ex-steamfltter got five 
minutes In the _ penalty box for his 
pains. Varsity's other Injured player 
wa.s Ftykert who after making his way 
to the coop several times for being off- 
side tln-illy left the field with a bro- 
ken wrist. 

Tho substitutes however played their 
part well and it is not too much to 
say that the veterans were hardly 
missed. Snyder top was given a htird 
ride and retired in the third to rest up. 
He returned late In the final period but 
even though he was off for nearly fif- 
teen minutes his absence, unlike In 
former games this .sea.son. did mn make 
any appreciable difference to the func- 
tioning of a great blue and white ma- 
chine. Carroll who subbed for his cap- 
tain was steady and acquitted himself 
well; this boy should he he.ir.I from 
before his college career is over. 
' The low score does not correctly re- 
present the story , of the game. Var- 
sity were superior in every department 
without any exception whatever. 
Queen's never got a chance to :,-et 
within .seorlnti ilist:iiice and the real- 
ly surprising thing about the whole 
affair Is that the timil score was such 
small one, The tricolor wore let 
off very easily and the blue warriors 
deserved fully twelve more points. 
Warren .Snyder's blue-olail players 
never loked better and It is safe to say 
that "the gentlemen' from Kingstor. 
played' tho worst game In some years. 

Tho Klngstonians did not have a 
look-ln and It was only the stell.ar 
work of ['..iistone. .Moiuihan. faplaiii 
l.l2. Walker, and perhaps Howard, that 
saved the trl-color from even a more 
decisive defeat. .Monoliaii was good on 
the defensive, even though he fallcil 
to get through the Varsity lino every 
time, but it would be better not to 
mention lils ilefeii.slvc playiii;; — if it 
can bo called such.

Toronto dominated the play at all 
stic''.-- of till' y:i!nf anrl from the very 
kick-off hud the Queen's aggregation 
on the run. The blue and white press- 
ed continually and the tovr time cham- 
pions only had the b.ill In their pos- ' 
-ession In their opponxiit's territory 
two or three time.s. Only once however 
were they within seoring distance. 
This was In the third period but before 
they could lake advantage of their op-' 
portunlty tho teams changed ends and 
they faced an Impossible task with the 
wind apainsr them. 

The one-."idodnea.s of the contest 
robbed the half frozen spectator! of 
any real thrills and the only satisfac- 
tion that most of them got was the 
fact that the home team was winning 
and that the great trl-color machine" 
had at last cniniplod and fallen like , 
paper before the more powerful and 
brainier blue attack. Several' thousand 
trl-color supporters, graduates . and 
undergradu.ate.s alike, .sat in silence un- 
able le-flize th.it the reign of the 
scholars from the Limestone City had 
come to .such ar. untimely and sudden 
end. The tri-color band which had^; 
paraded on the field just before thea^ 
beginning of the game playing, "Hall,, 
the Conquering Hero Comes", were not 
.seen oi- he.u-d fium after lluu. their 
first ami l.u<t appearance. 'I'he rooters 
were stran^cly silent. The defeat wan 
in truth a bluer one. 

Queen'.s were only a shadow of th.at 
cie.u .squad which liad ruled tho col- 
lege roost for fnur years: they were 
only a gaunt spectre of the team which 
had forced itself Into a three-cornered 
lie. They lacked that essential spirit 
that Is the fund.iment.il principle of 
team play: they f.iiled to display any 
semOlaiue of the smart football of 
whicli they are capable. They appear- 
ed to be only putting in their time. 
As tho game lagged on It became more 
and more evident that there was dis- 
sension within the tri-color r.inks. 
First one and then .ajtotlier of ihu 
players .li^play,..! his disgust. And it 
was fatal — the trl-color lost because 
they Lacked that essential though elu- 
sive quality, fighting spirit 

The '^-aiiie itself was far from being 
the most spectatcular contest seen In 
the iiuereollegiate circuit this year. A 
record crowd braved the elements to 
witness a brilliant Toronto victory but 
a contest which was nevertheless 
spoiled by some extent Uy the lack of 
punch on the part of Queen's. The 
field whicli had become a muddy mess 
oil accourit of the twenty-four hour ; 
laiii of Kirday wa!i frozen stiff by the ^ 
first cold snap to roach this city this 
year. The ground was hard and sprln- 
:.ied with scow hut lU'siiiie the strug- 
gling sun's atii-mpi to thaw out the 
turf the going was fast and those wIm 
were lueklud did not land on anything 
like a feather bed. 

At any rate 20.1100 souls sat for 
nearly two hours in an e.\posed stand, 
laslieil l.>' a l.itiu',- u iml and stuijgSby 
the driving snow which at times reach- 
ed the proportions of a blizzard to 
watch 21 men wage what has be«n 
called tho b.attlo of the century In Ca- 
nadian football. 

At b:iir time they swarmed on the * ' 
fieiil a:id surged up and down trying 
to keep warm, ihu.s spoiling the at- 
tempt of tho U. of T. studenu to put 
on a pseudo .American football game, 
with Red Grange boa.sting a huge niop 
•r .sorrel-colorcd h.air the star. But 
.'ley weij in no mood for such a dl- 
verilseinent: all they wanted was the 
roal thing. Radio announcerji and^uiU'; 
berless photographers prano^fsSofe 
and forth on the roof of the stands in 
a vain attempt to keep warm; news- 
paper men and telegraph operators

A BRILLIANT THESIS 

THE ECONOMIC CONDITION OF 
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On College Editors 

THKIiK is an (fld proverb which 
says iliat "it is a good preacher 
^ho follows his I own instructions." 
Xhat may be interpreted lo mean that 
not ail who preach are earnest in 
prayer. When it comes to llie lost 
iural.vsis, it is really wonderful bow 
luany people arc conceited enougli to 
believe tiial ihey are specially fitted 
by I'ruvindeiice. or ))erha|<s by their 
own excellence, to point out the way 
Ihey ustuilly have not trod. Kor surely 
it is u !onn of conceit wiilch makes 
the undesii'cd itflvisi r force blmself into 
the utleiition and affairs of ills listen- 
ers. 'J'lie reason tliut most people 
' jireach us little lus they do la not from 
the modest determination to ulttend to 
their own liusine.ss, but simply a lack 
of opportunity. 

One of tlie best examples strikes 
closely lionie. There has never been 
any very convincing claim pul for- 
ward that liic Fdltors of college jiapers 
are oaiiocially fciiuii)pod by their ten- 
j!^];;,'^:,ancy of office to pieucli to their tci- 
,'iô'W-undergraduiites. On the contrary, 
they are generally very ordinary peo- 
ple, with no more than an average 
chance of attaining a slate of perfect 
wisdom and sointlineas. Yet in how 
many university publications are the 
editorials confined to true editorial 
subjects'/ 

Kvei'y college at limes produces an 
editor who commands at.leiilion, but in 
most cases, the special column is filled 
by tho efforts of earnest but mediocre 
discipics of .the pen. And how do they 
fill it? At least half the time, they 
, bring forth little moral essays in tho 
form of pleas for college spirit, friend- 
ship, sportsmanslilp, and a dozen more 
trite subjects, unwliolcsome as n 
atcttdy did. Jt may not be the fault 
of the editors. They may be bound 
by the constitutions of their papers 
to refrain from discussion of anythln.f 
extramural that might In-ing down up- 
on the students Ihe wrath of Ihc world 
iit liu-ge, and as o result they are hard 
% pressed to obtain subjects of interest.

The high spot of the game from the 
ijiicen's stand point Wii:i when their 
j .sorrel -topped star i;iii through the 
whole Varsity le.Tin for forty yard.s In 
the third period to put the i-imestoners 
within scoring distance. Vosa was fur 
from spocUtculiir and when he fumbled 
a pass from lîntstone In the second 
Kughos took him out in lavor of 
t;liantlor but the Utile fellow was not 
:iiuch bolter. » 

Varsity made yards often and their 
heavy crashing attack wore down iheir 
opponents. Fumbles were not very 
frequent, boUi teams making their 
.share of tlicni. The V.Trslty wings wore 
down the field every time to nail the 
Queen's halves In their tracks, while 
the, trl-color wings seldom got up the 
gridiron In time to tackle tho U. of T. 
catching halt. 

Penalties for holding and offsides 
were frequent, Queen's probably being 
the worst offenders.- "Bubs" Britton 
again received a no yards penalty when 
he tackled Trlmhlo In tho third. This 
play resulted In an onside kick which 
like most of this year's onsidos, was 
unsuoceasful. The onsldc kick i.s ap- 
parenUy a good pUy, If It works -— as 
has been said before.
